Russians Free Two Prisoners 


- 
The release of the two Americans held 


prisoners by Russia since last summer is a 
happy result of the new administration. 
However! like Fidel Castro's initial sooth- 
ing tones since the inauguration, it cannot 
be laid merely to diplomatic skill of Presi- 
. dent Kennedy. Actually any new adminis- 
tration would have sufficed. What hap- 
pened is that the change of regime, empha- 
sized by the change in political party in 
the White House, gave the Soviet Union a 
chance to get off the hook while saving 
£205. 


The RB-47 the Russians shot down over 


the Bering Sea was not flying over Soviet 


- territory according to all the evidence, ex- 
cept the howls of the Russians, as pre- 
sented at the United Nations. It appeared 
that the Russians had even attempted to 
lure the plane into trespassing so that an- 
other U-2 incident could be proclaimed as 
the clamor was fading from the real one. 


- Failing that, the Russians shot down the 
plane anyway and tried to make it appear 
-that the United States still was pursuing 
its spy plane policy which had raised criti- 
cism from many countries which never- 
•theless look to us for protection. 


Despite the Russian protests, most of 


the world leaders were inclined to believe 
-the evidence. The shooting down of the 
RB-47 detracted from Soviet cries of ag- 
gression. The continued imprisonment of 
Francis Powers could be defended since 
he and his government had publicly admit- 
ted spying. The holding of the two sur- 
- vivors of the RB-47 incident merely served 
-to increase suspicion and doubt of Russia's 
intent 


This is not to say that President Ken- 


nedy had nothing to do with the release. 
As soon as it appeared that the Russians 
were open to discussion-on the matter he 
certainly pressed the point through the am- 
bassador in Moscow. He realized that the 
Russians would try to make diplomatic hay 
from returning the airmen but weighed 
against this the fact that Captains Olmstead 
and McKone and their families deserved 
their release. There was little choice and 
we hope that no kind of diplomatic trading 
was involved. 


There will be chances for other such 


negotiations. Castro probably will try to 
make more overtures toward a restoration 
of diplomatic relations although he is such 
a humbler he probably won't succeed be- 
fore another leader of either the left or 
right takes over in Cuba. The Russians may 
make other concessions here and there for 
effect but hardly in any way putting them- 
selves in what they would consider a po- 
sition of danger. They will make overtures 
on disarmament, for instance, but it is 
likely that moves toward establishing any 
effective means of inspection and control 
again will bog down. It is time now, during 
the next few weeks of a rosy glow, to push 
for the release of the 11 men the Russians 
have begun to admit they have. 


Everyone will rejoice with the families 


of Captains Olmstead and McKone. But let 
us not forget the reason they were im- 
prisoned in the first place or the other 
four who died — through a clear and in- 
tended breach of international waters and 
dear, murderous aggression. 


Banfc Deposit Insurance in Iowa 


While the looting of the National Bank 


in Sheldon, Iowa, grows more complicated 
and interesting hourly, the people of that 
community can look upon it with detached 
interest for most of the depositors are get- 
ting their money back through the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation. This agen- 
cy, which was established by the fed- 
eral government back in the thirties when 
banks were closing in almost every city 
across the continent, often has proved its 
value but seldom more spectacularly than 


- in Sheldon. 


This bank closed on Jan. 17 when it was 


found that more than 82,000.000 was 
missing with slightly less than that amount 
in total assets. The following day the of- 
ficials of the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation were on the job and shortly 
thereafter the depositors began to get their 
money back. The FDIC has insured savings 


deposits in 13.000 banks across the country. 
Individual accounts are insured up to 
S10.000 each. The corporation received an- 
nual payments from each bank and now 
has over $2 billion in a fund for use in 
protecting.such accounts. An additional S3 
billion in backing is provided by the U. S. 
Treasury. 


While the liability of the insuring cor- 


poration is limited to $10.000 in each ac- 
count it has in practice paid back virtually 
all savings, even those above $10,000 and 
doubtless will continue that policy as long 
as its funds permit From 1934 to 1959 the 
fund returned 99.6 per cent of the deposits 
involved in 439 bank failures. 


This record is one reason the people 


have absolute confidence in banks which 
are federally insured. It also is a reason 
why the federal government is on the job 
immediately to investigate bank failures. 


Foocf Shortages for the Reds 


One thing annoying to Americans who 


must deal with the Russians or the Red Chi- 
nese is that representatives of those coun- 
" tries are protected from criticism by their 
' own people through government imposed 


" secrecy. The Red leaders appear to have 
complete authority and to command com- 
plete obedience. If they make a mistake it 
is not revealed by the criticism of their fol- 
lowers. 


On the other hand, everything Ameri- 


cans do must be in the open known not only 
to the people of this country but to the 
.people of the world. The slightest error is 
revealed and the leaders of the nation are 
bullyragged, criticized and often ridiculed 
by their fellow Americans in Congress and 
out Their opponents in Russia or China 
have only to read the American newspapers 
or listen to American broadcasts to find 
sure safe lines to follow in their criticisms 
and denunciations. For an example, in our 
space program we have very poor means of 
'knowing whether we are ahead of or be- 
hind the Russians. Russia sends a satellite 
into space and it boasts loud and long of 
its success. To the world it may appear that 
their first effort was successful. As a mat- 
ter of fact they may have had a dozen fail- 
ures before succeeding once. No one knows 
except the Russian leaders themselves 
whether they had a damaging explosion, 
whether their workers were killed or how 
they compared with the trials and failures 
of the American program. 


But neither the Russians nor the Chi- 


nese can always conceal their failures. 
Right now they have just had a crippling 
failure in their agricultural program and 
they no longer can hide this fact. Recently 
when high Soviet officials were trying to 
explain to the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party why there had been 
failures in the farm program Premier Ni- 
kita Khrushchev was on hand to interrupt 
his own officials in the midst of their ex- 
planations. He drew the attention of the 
world with such outbursts as "This is noth- 
ing short of criminal" or "This is a lie!'' or 
."You'll have to pay for this bad manage- 
ment." He bellowed out that crops had 
been stolen and production figures had 
been padded. 


It was not alone bad manners on the 


' part of Khrushchev that brought these out- 


bursts. The fact of the matter is that the 


; situation was so serious, Khrushchev him- 
•self was forced to seek scapegoats upon 


* whom to lay the blame. Yet it must be 


humiliating indeed for Mr. Khrushchev to 
be forced to admit publicly again and 
/again, year after year, that his own leader- 
ship has been unable to recruit, teach or to 
train leaders capable of increasing the ag- 
ricultural production of Russia. It is doubly 
humiliating because the whole world knows 
that 
America 
has 
more 
agricultural 


products than it knows what to do with. 
In fact it has so many it has been unable 
to give them away without ruining the 
markets for other producers in the free 
world. 


But Khrushchev is not alone in his agri- 


cultural failures. From Peiping come re- 
ports that unrest and sabotage brought on 
by drastic shortages of food are bringing 
new drives against the opponents of the 
Red regime. Things are so bad that the 
Red Chinese no longer can conceal the food 
shortage from the world. They are blaming 
it on severe natural calamities. They have 
issued a claim that 150 million acres have 
been damaged by such natural calamities. 
So severe is the shortage that some light in- 
dustries are suffering from a lack of raw 
materials which should have come from the 
farms. Apparently the complete total con- 
trol of the Chinese area has been threat- 
ened by this failure in agriculture. The 
Communists admit that "an extremely 
small number of landlord and bourgeois 
elements have not yet been sufficiently re- 
molded and are always attempting a come- 
back." 


This is a good section of the population 


to blame for the agricultural failure. Com- 
munists say these elements are always 
taking advantage of their difficulties to 
carry on sabotage. 


Small wonder Chiang Kai-shek chose 


this moment to report that the Chinese on 
the mainland would revolt if given the op- 
portunity. The nationalist Chinese presi- 
dent said that the Chinese Communist 
leaders are resorting to external expansion 
in an effort to hide unrest at home result- 
ing from the exploitation and enslavement 
in the commune system. But he added. 
"Nothing they can do can hide their sense 
of insecurity and fear of doom." Obviously 
the greatest weakness of the Russian and 
the Red Chinese leaders is the dissatisfac- 
tion of their home people. They do not have 
the full authority and the absolute obedi- 
ence they boast of. This is a good thing to 
know for those who must deal with them.

esters assisted these landowners, 
mostly farmers, by helping them 
select trees ready for harvest, by 
finding suitable markets for their 
wood products, by prescribing 
woodland improvement practices 
and by making 
forest planting 


recommendations. 


Economic Returns 


"The purpose of this assistance 


program is to establish more pro- 
ductive management on the 1,100,- 
000 acres 
of privately 
owned 


woodland in the area and to as- 
sist the wood uisng industries in 
stabilizing sources of raw materi- 
al", Blomquist said. 


Economic returns to woodland 


owners and the wood using indus-j 
xies are not the only benefits of 
:he program. The public interest 
is also well served in that forest 
conservation enhances scenic and 
recreational values, prevents soil 
erosion, improves the quality of 
streams, and provides better hab- 
itat for many species of wildlife. 


During the year, landowners in 


the 17-county area, with the as- 
sistance of department foresters, 
selected 3,330,000 board feet and 
5.439 cords of timber as ready 
for harvest and planted 9,300,000 
trees grown in Conservation De- 
partment nurseries. Foresters al- 
so report assisting wood using in- 
dustries on 79 occasions by locat- 
ing mature timber ready for prop- 
er harvesting. 


"A big job lies ahead," Blom- 


quist said. Forty per cent of the 
forest land in the area is still 
subject to destructive grazing by 
livestock. Better farming meth- 
ods, coupled with the forest tax- 
ation laws, are steadily reducing 
this destruction, however. 


Also, an estimated 300,000 acres 


of land in the area are best suited 
for reforestation. At present tree 
planting rates,'it will take about 
35 years to put this land to its 
best use.

The number of hog cholera out- 


breaks in Wisconsin has risen 
sharply in the last six. months, re- 
ports Dr. A. A. Erdmann, chief 
state-federal veterinarian of Wis- 
consin. According to reports from 
the diagnostic laboratory of the 
Wisconsin Department of Agricul- 
ture, 25 of the 32 outbreaks ob- 
served in 1960 occurred in the last 
six months; and six laboratory 
confirmed cases have occurred hi 
the first nine days of 1961. 


Although outbreaks of hog chol- 


era must be reported to the de- 
partment, additional cases occur- 
red which either were not recog- 
nized as such or no veterinarian 
was called by the farmer, report 
veterinarians from the diagnostic 
aboratory as they check out re- 
ported outbreaks.

between sick and healthy pigs 
The causative virus dies out rath 
er quick in hot weather.

eather may prolong its life ma 
erially, increasing the chance of 
preading it during a several day 
teriod. 
Farmers are warned to look for 
•ymptoms of hog cholera, such as 
oing off feed, one or more pigs 
Ing around and dying, listless- 
ess and development of a high 
ever. A high death rate usually 
esulls from an outbreak. A vet- 
erinarian should be consulted im- 
mediately for treatment. 


Preventive steps include vac- 
ination of pigs raised at home

Farmers are further warn- 
ed to purchase only ear taggec
